In a Concern of ſo common and univerſal Near- 
nels, Icannot conceive any Perſon ſo little or incon-- 
ſiderable in a Nation, but ſince he muſt participate 
and have a ſhare in the common Happineſs or Miſ- 
fortunes thatſhall happen; he muſt alſo have a Right, 
if not a Duty, to endeayor to do what ſervice he 
can to the Publique: Every Mans Oar may, and ought 
tobe inthe Boat, to preſerve her from finkingsz and 
though poſlibly I may value my endeavors in this 
little Scrole,as cheap as any can defire, yet the good 
Intention of it being the only thing that can give

Information of ſuch who will not be at a. greater 
Charge than ſuch a Trifle... dm therefore. I do not 
pretend to Iniſtruct the great Managers of the fairs 
— r and _ 
paſs of the Publique Bottoms tis us- | 
ling with — State, even Gomerimes for the 
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Publique Pilots Iam no Difator of Politicks, or 
Pretender to give Unerring Rules for our future 
Settlement, or preſent Security; but a Plain, Ho- 
neſt, Well · meaning Eng liſpman, who heartily Honor 
my Prince, Love my Church, and Wiſh well to my 
fellow Subjects. 

And to manifeſt that I am ſo, I will endea vor in 
ſhort to ſnew to thoſe of my on Sphere, the com- 
mon Danger under which we lie, whil'ſt we are in- 
feſted with theſe concealled Semeraries and Feſuites; 
the probable Way to Detect and Diſcover them, 
notwithſtanding their Protea Faculties of Diſſimu- 
lation, Perjury, and Putting on ſo many Shapes; and 
the great Irtereſ# that every Man has, to do his ut- 
moſt, to clear the Nation of ſuch Secret Scorpions, as 
Poyſon both Mens Souls and Bodies. 

It is in vain for us to hope to be free from Earth -

out of any Charity to us, or Reworſe in their own 
Conſciences, but to make us more ſecure till another 


Deſign is ripe for Execation: We have often through

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Gods goodneſs efcaped their treacherous Miner, even 
when they were ready to Play; but who is able to 
ſay, We ſhall always be ſaved by Miracles? if the 
Ned Ses be divided for our fakes, we muſt walk 
through it; if we will eſcape to a Shoar of Safety, 
ſomething we muſt do, and endeavor to promote 
our own Peace, Safety, and Security, | 

It cannot be doubted, but the Roman Dragon has 
been and ever will be induftrious and vigilant to 
regain this Heſperian Garden of Exgland, which in 
times paſt was wont to yup him ſuch Plenty of Gol- 
den Fruit, that one of the Popes was uſed to ſay, 
That England was Putens ine æhauſtas, A Spring of 
Treaſure, which could never be drawn dry; and if 
the Italian Gulph, which they Term the Apoſtolick 
Chamber could not do it, he had fome reaſon to ſay 
as he did. We need not give our ſelves much pain, 
to trace this Leviathan the crooked-Serpert, in all 
his windings and turnings, by which he has endea- 
vour d, to wrap and embrace us again in his painted, 
but mortal Folds: There has paſt no Princes Reign 
ſince the Reformation, but what has been plagued 
with the mga Connſels, or miſcheivous Strata- 
gems of*theſe Sons of Matchiavel : and they have 
all ways been endeavouring either by open Cruelty, 
or ſecret Comſpiracies, to re-eſtabliſh the Roman Ty- 
ranny among us. 

To theſe inveterate Enemies of our Peace, were

But that upon which they had grounded fo

For Spain being by the help of the Inguiſitior, 
the Cruelties of the Duke d'4/va, and the Affiſtance 
of the Engliſh, diſmembred of ſo great a Strength 
as the ſeven Maritine Provinces of the Neather- 
lands; and the fatal Eighty Eight having clipt her 
Pinions of Power at Sea 3 Portugal revolting to the 
Family of Braganza; they judged, that even Hope 
of Aſſiſtance from ſo crazie, maimed, and diſ- 
jointed a Crowz, was a vain Impoſſibility. France 
was full of Civil Broils, occaſioned by the Preten- 
fions of the Houſe of Guiſe, and the Princes of the 
Blood to the Regency, during the Minority of 
Francis the Second, and Charles the Ninth; and in 
danger of becoming totally Hygorot. it ſelf, had not 
the 


the Bloody Veſpert of St, Bartholomew in the Year 
1972. by the Parifſan Maſſacre , as they thought, 
let out the moſt dangerous and Feavouriſh Prote- 
ſtart Blood in the Body; atid after that, had it not 
been reſcued from that danger in the Head, by 
the more than Romer, the Rowan Catholique cou- 
rages of Clement and Ravilliac, by whoſe Aſſaſfi- 
nating Hands the-Two Henriet, the Third and Folrth 
fell; fo that little hope of help was to be expected 
from that Quarter, to regain England to Obedience 
to the Catholiqne Faith of Rome. Germany was at tov 
— . diſtance, and tov _ er. com 
ſed of tos many jatringand'perpetually jealous Inte- 
reſt;, to eve e rf eq nor 
was it well able to defend it ſelf from the furious 
Shock of the Warlike Guftavss King of Swedes 
who in probability had he lived any conſiderable 
time, would have made good the Auagram of his 
Name, and cha it ro . | | 
Theſe Circutnſtances of Affairs, and the poſtare 
m which Exrope then ſtood ; obliged the 556 of 
limping Loyola, to put off the ga- Skin, and be- 
gin to play the Fox; and to try if Art, and Artz- 
fice would not repair what their unfucceltul Tyea- 
ſons and improſperous Arms had im vain attempted. 
And now the After-game they had to play for ſo 
great-a Stake, was to be managed with their moſt 
refined Skill: from henceforward Divide &- Impera 
muſtbe the Word ; the ſecret Spring that muſt move 
the mighty Machine, by which they were to com- 
pleat our overthrow. All their Arts were uſed to 
ſow Diſſentions, Sects, Schiſms, Fears and Jealou- 
lies 
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fies among us; and by pretending a danger and fear 
of Popery, really to make the way eaſie to intro- 
duce it. The firſt crop which they reaped, and 
the earl eſt of their future Harveſt, was the 
loſs of the Eaxlatinate, by which the Proteſtant In- 
. tereſt in Germany ſuſtained a-moſt dangerous Blow, 

and the Catholique received a conſiderable acceſſion 
both of Power and Proſelytes : for by this time, they

Nor could his Suc- 

ceſſor King Charles do any thing towards Reſetling 

that unfortunate Prince in his rightful Drberitance ; 

nor in concluſion to preſerve his own. 

Fluſht with this lucky Hit, and the ſucceeding 
loſs of Rockel, they now reſolve cloſely to follow 
the Blow, and purſue their point; and by makin 
the Popifſh Party in England appear good and — 
Subjects, zealous for the Crows, and oppoſite to the 
Fadbiaas of the ſeveral SeFs, they were reſolved by 
this one. Artifice to ruine the Heretiques, by their

For this unmerited Clemency of our Princes, na- 
turally tender of the Lives and Fortunes of their 
Subjects, ſo long as they faw no appearance from 
them, but of Innocence, Kindneſs and Loyalty; 
they conſtantly perverted to this ingrateful uſe, ſe- 
crctly to inſtil a Fealouſie into the Minds of their 
Proteſtant Subjects, of their di- affection to the Pro- 
ſeſtant Religion inſinuating that rhe N of 
the Penal Laws in force againſt Roman Catholiquer, 
was the effect of the Princes inclination to Popery; 
Now the Court was certainly making a tack towards 
the Coaſt of Italy, and it would not be long be- 
fore they came to an Anchor in Tyber : for what 
could make it more clear and manifeſt, than the 
Kindneſs, as well as Indulgence which was ſhewn 
to thoſe of that Perſwaſſon? This deadly Poiſon, 
thus ſweetned and guilded over, went down with 
the Querulous and Credulous Multitude of diſſent- 
ing Proteſtants, and was not a little forwarded by 
thoſe Factious and Diſcontented Promoters of the 
late Rebellion, as the moſt ſerviceable Engine, to 
batter down both the Crown and the Church. What 
unconceiveable pleaſure was it now for theſe con-

Parliament hone fit to paſs into a Law; and I 
hope that very Name will oblige people to believe 
they owe a duty of obedience to it: all the diffe- 

rence 
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rence ſeems to be this, that when that Satte was 
made, all ProteiZants in general received the holy 
Sacrament, and onely the Papiifs were they who 
refuſed to do it; whereas now it is to be feared 
throùgh the induſtry of the Jeſuit among us, many 
who call themſelves Prote lants will refuſe it as well 
as Papiſts : however to ſhew the duty and the ad- 
vantage of it, eſpecially were it a little accommo- 
dated to our preſent Cireamſtarces, and becauſe it 
does not lie in the way of every petſon to conſult 
the Statute at large, I will. faithfully ſet down ſo 
much of it as concerns our preſent Caſe and purpoſe. 


Foraſmuch as it is found by daily Experience that Tertio Ja- 
many hir Majeities Subje#s, that adhere in their vt £20. 4 
hearts to the Popiſh Religion, by the Iafection drawn the better 
from thence, and by the wicked and devilliſh connſel Uiſcovering 
of Jeſwits,- Seminaries , and other like perſons, da- fog Popiſh

State of this Realm, to the end that being known 
their evil E. may be better prevented, Be it eu- 


aFed by the Kings moſt excellent Majeſty, the Lords 
Spiritual and Te al and the C2 in this pre- 


ſent Parliament aſſembled, and by the authority of the 
ſame, That every popiſh Recuſant comticted or bereaf- 
ter to be convicted, which heretofore hath conformed 
bim or her ſelf, or which ſhall hereafter conform him 
or her ſelf, and repair ta the Church, and continue 
there during the time of Divine Service, according to 
the Laws and Statutes in that behalf made and provi- 
ded ſhall within the firſt Tear next 77 the end of 
this Seſſion of Parliament, or within the firſt year after 
that be or ſhe ſhall after this Seſſion of Parliament ſo 
conform him or her ſelf and repair to the Church as a- 
foreſaid, and after the firſt Tear, once in every Tear 
at the leaſt, receive the bleſſed Sacrament of the Lords 
Supper in the Church of that pariſh where he or ſhe ſhall 
moſt. uſually abide, or be within the ſaid tar, where- 
in by the true meaning of this Statue he or ſhe ought to 
receive. 
And if there be no ſuch pariſh Church, then jn the 
Church next adjoyning to the place of his or her moſt 
uſual abode. The forfeiture for the firſt year twen-

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typound:s, for the ſecond Year forty pound, and for 
every Year after threeſcore pounds. And the Off- 
cers are therein by rewards incouraged to preſent 
the Monthly abſence of all Recaſants from the 


Chxrch ; and for default of performing their duty 
are to be fined, as in the Statute more largly ap- 


pears. 


Were this Statute with a little variation fitted 
for our Circumſtances, and duly put in Execution, 
it would be impoſſible but that all Recaſant: muſt 
in a ſmall time be detected; and by confequence 
thoſe dangerous Jeſuits and Seminaries, whoſe whole 
deſign is to contrive, plot and execute, their horri- 
ble [reaſons againſt both Church and State: and un- 
leſs people can be brought to comply with their own 
Intereſt as well as duty, the Excellent Method of that 
Law will be wholly impracticable; and it will be 
impoſlible to effect or attain the end, for which it 
was ſo wiſely intended: for ſo long as ſuch numbers 
of people who call themſelves Proteitants , ſhall 
willull y abſent themſelves from their Pariſh Churches, 
under the ſhew of Religion; and by their Exam- 
ple ſo many who have no Religion at all, but per- 
fectly out of _— looſeneſs and debauchery, (hall 
ſtay at home, or do worſe abroad; thefe Traytorr 
and Conſpirators will expect and find Security, by 
pretending to be diſſenters : and fo long as there 
are ſo many who never regard any Laws of God 
or Men, Civil or Eccleſſaſtical which enjoyn them 
to receive the Sacrament of the Lords Supper, theſe 


will alfo. paſs undiſcovered among the throng: for 
it 
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it is all one to a Jeſuit, whether he paſs for a ſe« 
paratilt, Libertine, or Atheiſt, ſo long as he believes 
himſelf a good Catholique 5 and ſo long as there- 
by he has the opportunity of concealment, and 
thereby to proſecute the main Afair of propagating 
the Popiſh intereſt and Religion, by the Ruine of” 
Proteitants and Proteit ant Religion. 

And therefore, in the ſecond place, I wiſh that 
all people would ſeriouſly reflect with themſelves 
at whoſe door the guilt will lie if by their means 
miſchief either publick or private overtake us? If 
the glorious Light of the Goſpel, the Lamp of Eter- 
nal Truth ſnould come to be extinguiſhed by the 
Supetſtitious darkneſs of Rome; if by the Subver- 
fion of Exgland, the whole Protei#ant Cauſe ſhould 
ſuffer and be ruin d, as in all probability, if that 
Bullwork were blown up, it muſt z or however 
ſuffer a perſecution. as Sharp and cruel, as all thoſe 
ten of the Primitive ages put together; the Pagers 
being nothing fo ingenious and wittily Cruel as the 
e if Million - _ — 7 a falſe Re- 
gion come to verlaſtingly: it our ſtreets 
— fields could bluſh with the blood of Maſſa- 
cred Proteſtants, our houſes be reduced to aſhe 
and our miſerable poſterity , with ſuch as ſhould 
ſurvive the Common Rage and deſolation, ſhould 
be made and fold for bondſlaves: certainly there 
muſt be a ſtrict account given to Almighty God by 
whoſe default all this came to paſs ? he gives us 
the means of ſecuring our ſelves and if we neglect, 
the fault and guilt will be wholly theirs who do 
obſtruct it; our blood will be upon their heads

Prieſts and Feſ#its, not to be in the ſight of God 
and men guilty of all the Miſeries and miſchiefs 
which may be occaſioned by their concealment, I 
muſt proteſt my ſelf to be utterly ignorant. ; 
lf there can be found any perſons fo incredu- 
lous as not to be apprehenſive of theſe dangers 
from them, and who may that way think to evade 
the neceſſity that lies upon them to contribute 
their utmoſt towards this Diſcovery : I will in ſhort 
endeavour to convince them from Former Exam 
ples. Let the horrible Maßßacre in France be re- 
membred, in which according to the Relation even: 
of Popiſh Hiſtorians, there periſhed near a hundred 
thouſand Proteſtants of all Ages, Sexes and Condi- 
tions : among which, twenty Lords of Eminency, 
twelve hundred Gentlemen, perſons of great Con- 
dition in the City of Pars, beſides what fell in o- 
ther places: The ſubtile Contrivanceand deep diſ- 
ſimulation with which it was managed, and the 
Exquiſite and ingenious Cmelty with which it was 
Executed, may ſufficient 13 us, what we are 


w traſt to, from ſuch Mardercrs,, as glory in what.

AO 
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is the ſhame and reproach of humane Nature, and 
render the moſt propitious and merciful Divinity, 
a cruel and fanguinary Being, while they pretend to 
pleaſe and do him acceptable ſervice by ſuch bloody 
ſacrifices, as even -heathens generally by the light 
of mere nature thought he a horred: and who en- 
courage one another in miſchief, as if the Heavenly 
Paradice, were an Aceldema, and to be purchac d 


with the price of blood: making ſuch actions of 


horror and Cruelty as even exceed belief, merito- 
rious performances capable to enrol them in the 
Catalogue of their Calender Saints: though we know 
none ſhall aſcend the holy Hill, but they who have 
clean hands as well as a pure heart. 

If this were not ſufficient to convince us at the 
expence of our #eighbours, that which comes near- 
et to us, is the Rebellion and Maſſacre of the 
Engliſh Prote ſtants in Ireland; the fatal Flambeax; 
which kindled our Exgliſb Flames ; the Cruelties 
which were then exerciſed are beyond Expreſſion 
and belief, three hundred thouſand' ſouls periſhed 


by moſt cruel deaths, according to computation, 


and God onely knows how many more, who coul 

never be brought into account : and both in this 
and the Pariſan Maſacre how many of thoſe who 
eſcaped the barbarous Rage of theſe mercileſs 
Butchers, periſhed afterwards with cold, hunger, 
nakedneſs, and all the hardſips that attend the 
miſerable Condition to which they were expaſed? 
Whither to fly they knew not, but generally to the
